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A BOLD GAME, 

One of the most valuable cargoes ever reach- 
ing asouthern port was that of the steamer 
Sumter. She was well known to the federal 
blockaders at Charleston, and upon receiving 
this cargo she made direct for Wilmingto 
There wasa blockading fleet of five or six 
yessels there, and the Sumter came in sight 
ofitin the morning. Paying not the ieast 
attention to their signals or movements, the 
sieamer hoisted the American flag and ran 
steadily in The boldness of the movement 
so astonished the fleet that not a gun was fired 
until the runner was outof range... it was 
the first and only time that such a bold trick 
was put in practice, but the hlockaders felt 
sore over it for years. 

The cargo consisted of arms, ammunition, 
clothing, cloths and medicines, and not the 
least important articles were two monster 
Blakely guns, These guns were so large 
and unwieldy that they were loaded with 
their muzzies sticking up through the hatch- 
ways. Tbe great blockade-running house of 
John Frazer & Co. purchased the cannon in 
England and presented them to the confede- 
rute government.

A friend and myself stopped on a street 
corner a few days ago to heara reformed 
drunkard preach temperance. As we left the 
little knott of fellows that had gathered around 
the temperance advocate, he remarked: It is 
queer how cities, as well as men, go from one 
extreme to the other. Three years ago At- 
lanta was the only town in the south where 
the gambling rooms were on the ground 
floors and had their illuminated club room 
signs hanging over the sidewalks. To-dry I 
made a thorough search of the town, looking 
for a place to chance a few dollars on the 
green cloth, without success. I found an in- 
offensive lunch counter where the faro tables 
used to be in the Girl of the Period. Over 


Beerman’s corner on Marietta and Peachtree 
streets, where I won over $1,000 in ten min- 
utes a few vears ago, I found the law office 
and the ex-president of the Young Men’s 
Christian association. Atthe Big Bonanza I 
found the partitions tore away and the bar. 
room extended clear back to the rear of the 
building; no possible trace was left of the 
magnificent gambling rooms that a few years 
avo were fitted up ata cost of over $10,000, 
and rivaled in luxury any club house in the 
south.’ 

Upon further inquiry 
found that Atlanta, with 
tants, had for months past 
gambling house of any kind. 

THE REASON WHY 

| asked one of the sporting fraternity why 
it was that there were no gambling houses’ in 
Atlanta. Hereplied, “The courts are actu 
ally responsible for breaking up the ‘club 
rooms,’ butinecidentally the managers of the 
different games are to blame. for years the 
gambling houses in Atlanta were insuch pub- 
lic places and run so openly tiat our citizens 
who liked to oceasionally ‘buck the tiger’ or 
eriess at the ‘eagle bird,’ were afraid to pat- 
roy home games on account of the pub- 

ity that would be given their runs of luck 
The consequence was that the houses had to 
rely in agreat measure On transient cusfom 
for their support. A few years ago, to make 
home play, the sporting men intro- 
‘German hazard,’ ‘Routelle,’ ‘Chi- 
bank,’ and other large percentage 
yames, with ‘chips’ at fen cents 
This brought a 
ingmen, clerks and young boys scarcely of 
ave, who seldom had-money enough -to feel 
satisfied in tackging a 
always find a dime toput on the ‘eagle bird, 
at roulette, or a number at 
hazard. By oecasionally striking a rattle at 
hazard and winning $18 with a dime, orguess 
ing the lucky numberat roulette, these games 
became very popular with a class of young 
men who reaily could not afford to gamble. 
The consequence was that when they lost they 
frequentiy had to explain to their wives or 
father what had become of their week's wages, 
oron the other hayd, when one happened 
to guess a ratiie and win $15 with a dime, 
unnatural Juck would be the topic of conver- 
sation among his friends for the next two or 
three days and great publicity was thereby 
giventothe gaming houses. The frequent 
losses of some of the hazard players caused 
their wives or some friend of the family t 
complain of the gambling houses and to sue 
back forthe money their husbands or friends 
had lost. As soon as it 
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recover by law whatever they lost against bank 
hazard, or roulette, the-owners of the houses 
were forced in self-defense to close their 
houses, for they could not afford to pay a wan 
when he won and give him his: money back 
when he lost, 

THE POLICE RAIDS 

The raids of police when they broke open 
doors and seized the tools and furn't 
found in gambling houses and the rulings of 
the courts, virtually to the effect that he was 
an outlaw and had no rights under the laws 
and that his tools and tables were contraband 
goods, and he could not recover them, of 
course had something to do with the closing 
of the houses, but the main cause, I[ think, 
was that as business men, the sporting men 
were not willing to risk losing their money 
against men who, when they failed to win, 
could ‘sue back’ and recover their losses.”’ 

Another thing I find had a good deal to do 
with breaking up public gambling. Under the 
state law, the costs in a gaming case is between 
$40 and $50. Of this the solicitor general of 
the city or superior court gets >oV in each case. 
The consequence is that a man runs a great 
risk in being fined and publicity given to the 
fact that he has been gambling if he risks a 
dollar or two on the green cloth. Hence 
business men asarule avoid playing against 
home games.

On the night of April 20, 1881, the writer 
was in a room in the Fifth Avenne hotel, in 
New York. In that room were Colonel E. W. 
Cole, General Sam Thomas, Major W. V. Mc- 
Cracken, Mr. Calvin 8. Price, Mr. George I. 
Seney, and Governor Charles Foster, of Ohio. 

They had concluded on that day the pur- 
chase of the East Tenfiessee and Virginia sys- 
tem of roads and had raised a capital of $16,- 
000,000 for the purpose of compacting and 
completing the system of roads, suggested by 
the lines already built. The writer of this 
furnished the press with the first details of 
this great syndicate, and telegraphed to At- 
lanta that the purchase had been made, and 
that a road would be built at once between 
Macon and Atlanta and between Atlanta and 
Rome. This news was received with more or 
less doubt.

It bas been less than one year and a half 
since that night. One month the road 
between Macon and Atlanta was closed. On 
yesterday the last spike was driven in the 
road between Atlanta and Rome. 

The company, besides its purchases which 
absorbed its entire capital of $16,000,000, has 
spent nearly $4,000,000 in cash in. the state of 
Georgia—giving employment to 4,000 imen— 
and built and equipped about 200 miles of

road. 

The first contract for the building of these 
roads was let in August a year ago, and the 
record of railroad building is simply without 
parallel in the south. There has been spared 
nothing of either energy or expense to hurry 
the work to completion as rapidly as possible. 
To Major W. V. McCracken, wo has had en 
tire charge of this most important work trom 


first to last, the state owes a debt it cannot 


well repay. 


Driving the Last Splke. 
A PLEASANT TKIP UNDERTAKEN FOR IMPORTANT BUSI 
NESS. 
“When you and I rode over this line a year ago,”’ 
said Colonel George Adair, (addressing Captain 
Evan Howell) as a special train pulled outon the 


new road to Kome, ‘nobody believed there would 


be a railroad built.’’ 

“No. The most sanguine people we met said if 
the road was finished in five years they'd be aston 
ished. And yet that has been less than a year ago ’ 

The party listening to thise.llouquy had embarked 
on a special for the purpose of seeing the last spike 
driven in the road between Atlanta and Rome, and 
to witness the actual completion of a new through 
line from the northwesi to the south Atlantic coast, 
aud from the south to the northeast. It was com- 
posed of Major W. V. MeCracken and his son; Mr. 
J’ M. MeCracken, Hon. John H. James, Mr. S. W. 
Hill, Colonel J. N. Dunno, Mr. H. M. Cottingham, Dr. 
Schumann, Mr Ed Read, MayorJ W English, City 
Attorney Newman, Mr RA Bacon, Colonel Adair, 
Captain Howell, Captain Wallace, Captain W J 
Waltou, Mr H W Grady, aud a few ot ers ‘The 
truin was in charg2 of Conductor George Guriey and 
the engine was handled by Mr. George Gannon. 

‘Tbe ride was anextremely inteiestiug one. The 
day was Overcast and cool, the route a new one and 
the scenery delightful. The crops were surprisingly 
fine showin. that the landif properly,treated would 
yieid the best results. Indeed it was along the line 
of thisrouadin Polk and Paulding that the largest 
yield of cotton . per acre wus recorded 
in the agricultural reports of last 
year. The timber was heavy: and 
profuse, the pines reminding one of the best forests 
of soutb Georgia and the primeval growth of oaks, 
~plar aud hickory being apparently inexhausti- 
ble Along the jine on either side of the ;oad were 
newly-built saw mills wheezing and Jpuffing away, 
runniag at full capacity to supply orjers, Applica- 
tion has already been mad: for rates looking to the 
establishment of a hub and spoke factory, and 
other enterprises of this sort will follow. 

The towns aid stations that we passed—the new 
as well as the old ones—seemed to have waked up 
to new life. At every station new store-houses were 
being put up, andat one place there were four new 
stores Duildiug, and the natives seemed to have the 
highest ideas of the immediate future of these 
vurious localities. Only one station depot 
has been fairly started, and it is 
a capacious and wandsome one, built on a 
modern plan. Major McCracken has had his force 
of carpenters busy on trestles for the past six 
months, but has ordered his entire force of carpen- 
ters. about two hundr d, to gather at the stetions 
on Monday morning and commence at once the 
building of depots. warehousesand platforms. This 
will add very much to ihe appearance of things and 
will eucourage private citizens to improve their own 
houses and stores. 

Toanian who is whirled over the high trestles, 
the deep cuisand the tunnels of this route, it looks 
like a miracle that this whole line was virg n wood 
eight munths ago and that the route was not located 
until less than ten months age. There are cuts 
from five to seventy two. feet deep—some 
of them eut out of rocks. aud Siate 
and many fills of equal height. The amount of 
blustieg is phenomenal, solid beds of granite and 
siate baving stood in the way. The contractors 
argue that the work was the heaviest and most «ith 
cultever allotted in their experience, and several 
through up their contracts, jeaving it to stronger 
bands. An immense force of hands has 
been employed, aud at almost every turu of the 
road there were to be seen the ‘‘camps’’ of the vari- 
ous contractors, remiuding one of soldivers’ camps 
in the old days. Over 1,000 men were still at wor, 
finishing up the road and surfacing the track. 

CLOSING THE LAST GAP 

The ‘track laying has proceeded from two direc 
tions. A gang of about 150 men, with a cgnstruction 
train, had started from Kome, and a simfar lot from 
Atlanta. They were coming together at the rate of 
about four miles a day, and it was announced that 
they would meet at about 2 o’clock yesterday near 
the 220th mile post. 

When the. ‘‘special’’ arrived at this point, it 
found afhuge crowd assembled. Colonel J. W. RKen- 
from and Captain Jones, leading contractors on the 
line, were on hand with a numberof men. Chief 
Engineer Sample, Mr. Clark Howell, Mr. MeCletch- 
ey, Hon. Mr. Hogan, Mr. Rice. Mr. Whitten, Mr. 
Lawrence and ovhers who had been connected with 
the road in one capacity and another. Mrs Me- 
Clutekey and Mrs. Kice and some few other ladies 
honored the oceasion with their presence. A num- 
ber of citizens of the surrounding counties were on 
hand tosee a railroad actually finished. 

Mr. Sample announced that there wes a gapof 
2 600 feet yet to be closed, and that it would take 
aboutan houranda balf to do it. The Atlanta 
party thereupon atjourned to ashady hillside near 
amountain spring, wherea sumptuous lunch was 
opened. If you have ever gone from 7 o’clock till 2

As soon as lunch was over, the crowd adjourned 
te. the track, where the two gangs of track-layers 
were fast approaching e-ch other One gang was 
la ing the rails on atrestle about eighty feet high, 
and the other was working on a deep cut. 
The constructiong traingof each followed the lay- 
ing of the rails until the engines were scarcely 4 
hundred vardsapart. The men wor'ed with great 
enthusiasm, and the 300 men singinpg,shouting, with 
the clicking of fifty hammers driving 
the spikes, the ring of 
as they were dropped on _ the 
the hoarse scream of engines 
made an exciting scene, Everything was done 
with perfect syst’m. One squad of men managed 
the hand- ar that brought upthe rails, another 
squad laid the rails, and athird adju ted them to 
the proper width, another joined them together, 
another disposed the erossties gfe f anotner 
placed the spikes in position, aud the last squad, 
stalwart felluws, bearing big hammers, came along 
and drove the spik s home. A supplementary 
squad then followed to surface up the track and 
level it properly. By this division of labop the

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GLIMPSES FROM PARIS, 


Sketches of Life in the French Capital—The Napoleons 
Contrasted. 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Paris, September 12.—A coup d’etat, a 
great master-stroke, placed two Napoleons on 
the throne and established two empires. 
Stupendous schemes both in their beginnings 
strangely similar. In both cases the grand 
design was the same. The greatest spirit in 
an anarchy will mould a revolution to itsown 
end. But without strong, harsh guidance the 
end of revolution isapt to be chaos worse 
confounded than when begun. The highest 
philosophy of life isa realization that it is 
short. Great opportunities are rare; so are 
great lives; lives are longer than opportuni- 
ties and both Napoleons were the great mas- 
ters of great moments. ButI was thinking 
of that just grasp of minute which, (though 
most needful in the earlier stages) 
is as a substratum, ever inseparable from the 
ultimate success of both great men and great 
movenients. 

The first Napoleon mowed down the mob 
with cannon, cleared the streets, saved Paris 
and received the reward he desired more than 
all else at the juncture, the command of an 
army in Italy. He conceived the idea of 
forming central points throughout Paris from 
which the streets should radiate in every di- 
rection. The insurgents of France confine 
themselves to the great cities, and from these 
centres in Paris the mob could be controlled 
with several cannon well manned. Louis 
Napoleon learned the lesson from his 
uncle, and extending them throughout 
lias made of Paris, now whatin years to come 
Washington city may be—the most beautiful 
city in the world. For fear the rabble would 
make barricades of the stones, many of the 
streets were made perfectly smooth with 
gravel or asphaltum 

A third of the blood of the Napoleons, 

PRINCE JEROME, 

Is now a member of the chamber of depu- 
ties, and doubtless awaits an emergency to 
mount an imperial throne by republican steps 
and plamsibilities. So did twice his ancestors 
before him. Why not again. For as Justice 
McCarthy said to me of the deliberations of 
the English legislature,tbe unforeseen always 
happens 1n France. 

ROYALISTS AND INDEPENDENTS 

Since the melancholy death of the prince 
imperial in Zululand, the imperialists have 
been virtually without a head upon whom to 
rest their hopes. But they have taken up 
the eldest son of Prince Jerome—Victor, who 
is now a school-boy and plays marbles. His 
father, who wears for the present an _ ultra- 
republican sack coat, repudiates all such talk 
in hisson’s behalf, although the members of 
this party call themsétves the Pures. The 
Orleanists or descendants of Louis Phillippe, 
are some half dozen. nephews,great and small, 
of whom the comte de Paris, being the eldest, 
would reign should the family succeed to the 
throne. The chief of the party of the legiti- 
mists (the old bourbons) is the comte de 
Chambord, who if onthe throne would be 
Henry VY. If there be hope for any party be- 
yond the republic, the legitimists hold within 
themselves more of the elements of power 
than anv of the many factions who in per- 
petually and violently agitating the political 
atmosphere of France threaten in some de- 
gree what at present seems the most stable 
and equitable government ever inaugurated 
for her—the republic. The _ legiti- 
mists are the party of the church and 
their influence in the provinces is said to be 
great. Republican sentiment is strongesc in 
the large cities and whilst the labors of the 
legitimists are confined generally to secret 
soceities and the influence of the church, they 
did not hesitate two weeks since to proclaim 
their doctrines and their faith in ultimate 
triumph at a banquet in Paris, at which three 
hundred sat. but talking of parties and poli- 
tics, [ must not forget to mention the pleasure 
had in paying my respects to one of the most 
noted men in Europe; a man_ whose 
one great earnest purpose since the 
disaster at Sedan made it possible, has been 
to establish upon an enduring foundation the 
present republican institutions of France, and 
whose wonderful success in the inauguration 
of a system of government before virtually 
unknown to the French nation will give a 
heritage of fame to &@ name high amongst 
those of the greatest of European statesmen. 

MEETING GAMBETTA. 

Through the courtesy of M. Vignaud. the 
excellent second secretary of the United States 
legation, I had the honorof meeting M. Gam- 
betta at his own house. His hotel is 
modest, but ins a good quarter. of 
Paris, andgunlike French houses generally, 
because there is no court within, and a small 
yarden in front, full of fine roses. His parlor 
is furnished not elaborately, butin good taste; 
is not large. and has a look of the utmost 
comfort. He came down dressed in a_ loose 
blouse coat, buttoned up close under the chin, 
and impressed me by a manner atonce simple 
and straightforward, so excellent and yet so 
rare athing in great men. Mingled with his 
admiration of American republican institu 
tions is his hope for France. He said thatthe 
great difficulty in France is the fact that many 
parties exist in whose creed is embodied 
fealty to systems of government totally difter- 
ent from that of the republic; that whilst the 
party of the republic is, and shall remain the 
strongest, still the efforts of these aposties of 
revolution were harrassing, and in some de- 
gree a source of constant anxiety; whilst 
in America our differences are those 
of reform the operation of the 
one system towards . which all the 
citizenship of the nation holds a loyal 
spirit. I core to him a message from Hon. 
L. Q. C. Lamar, of wnom he is a friend and 
admirer, and he shares with the American 
people their admiration forthe great Missis- 
sippian. M. Gambetta speaks no English, but 
his French is full, round, distinct and mu 
sical. To the American the magnificent 
tomb of Napoleon in the hotel des Invalides 
is asource of enduring interest. I have been 
there three times and-am going agam. A 
bronze door gives access to the crypt. Over 
itona black marble slab are the toilowing 
words in French, quoted from the emperors 
will, of which a translation is: ‘‘I desire that 
my ashes shall rest upon the borders of the 
Seine, in the midst of that French people 
whom I loved so well.”’ Twelve colossal siat- 
ues, in circle. representing as many viciories, 
face the tomb, which consists of an immense 
monolith of porphyry, weighing 135,000 
pounds, and brought from lake 
Onega, in Finland, at a cost 
of 140,000 francs. In the gallery 
which encircles the erypt is a recess called 
the chapelle ardente, containing the sword 
the emperor wore at Austerlitz, the insignia 
he used to wear on state occasions, the crown 
of gold voted by the town of Cherbourg and 
the colors taken in different battles. Last 
Sunday I heard at 12 midday the military 
mass ofthe 700 veterans now at the Invalides, 
The ceremony was interesting and impressive, 
and as the column marched in the stiffening 
joints of scarred and aged veterans seemed to 
quicken into new life at the touch of the 
arun; the neryyus jerk of an old wooden leg 
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the Dauphin, son of Louis XIV., were disin- 
terred. The body of Louis XIII. was in good 
preservation; that of Louis XIV. of the deep- 
est black. The coftins of Charles VI. and Isa- 
bella of Bavaria, his consort, contained noth- 
ing but dry bones.

Well. no. Whose is the beautiful face on 
the opposite side of the table, which rivits 
for an instant the attention of every passer- 
by? Is it his wife? Ah-h, no. Is he married? 
Yes. Where are his family? At Trouville, 
in the mountains of Switzerland, or at the 
German waters. Does this lady talk loud? 
Never. What are her,manners? Graceful, at- 
tentive, gentle—unexceptionable. Is she well 
dressed and does her costume fit and become 
her? It isanswered if I tel! you she is the 
soul of that scien2e, which, says Victor Hugo, 
makes the Parisian woman something so 
charming, profound and dangerous. And 
Victor Hugo knows more than anybody.

The recorders books 
shows thatthe average sentence is twelve 
days, and the superintendent’s book shows 
that seven days is the average work actually 
done by a prisoner, making an absolute loss 
to the city of five days upon each prisoner. 

The inability of the superintendent to make 
the prisoners = work shown in two 
instances Not long ago Jack Dudley 
made his escape from the = stock- 
ade, and after an absence oi several 
weeks was arrested in Rome. An officer was 
sent to fetch him back, but the day after Jack 
was tiken to the stockade he positively re- 
fused to work, and sat uround all day. The 
next day he not only repeated his refusal, but 
sotupand walkedaway. Thus leavingthe city 
minus the telegraphic money spent to effect 
his capture, and the expense ot an officer to 
Rome and back with him. <A few days after 
Jack’s departure Scott Iieming was sent to 
the stockade. He, too, refused to work and

Now, the question is, how are'these errors 
to be corrected? Tuere is only one Way, and 
that by legislation and a change 
the system.

races and sexes, and there should be a law 
authorizing the superintendent to inflicta 
punishment upon those who decline ‘o work. 
Vhat is the sense of imposing a penalty un-

Mr. Emmel, the present superintendent, has 

done everything in his power to see the laws 
executed, but the want of proper facilities 
rreatly deters him.
